SOME PUBLIC 
WANTS. 


Amona the many pleasures and 
conveniences that combine to give 
Shanghai its peculiar attractiveness 
asa place of residence, it is none 
tho less inseparable from the lile of 
a boxy and: progressive city that 
offences should arise. From time 
to time a voice of protest is raised, 
as by our correspondent to-day 
who rightly objects to the uncon- 
trolled barking of dogs. As the 
writer suggests, such evils are more 
easily born any rate are less 
noticeable winter than in sum- 
mer, when out-door life and open 
windows bring acutely home to as 
our neighbours’ shortcomings ; and 
now when summer-time bogins to 
draw near, it may be convenient to 
collect some of the main features 
of public annoyance, to which the 
authorities might devote stricter 
attention with the approval of al 
but those responsible for the com: 
plaint. First among such evils 
may be placed our old enemy—how 
often arraigned !—the smoke nuis- 
ance. So far as this affects the 
pleasure of The Band as a pro- 
menade wo can only repeat what 
has been said before. It is obviously 
impossible to compel all launches 
and tenders to burn nothing but 
the best Welsh coal. But it should 
be by mo means impossible to 
prevent them from loitering need- 
lessly between the Public Garden 
and the Yangkiagpang, and in 
particular from tying up along the 
foreshore during the night. With 
the launches must be included the 
lighters, to which one of our 
correspondents recently referred, 
shifting cargo by steam power and 
poisoning the night with smoke or 
exhalations of oil-fuel. These nuis- 
ances can and should be prevented. 
If the principal residential quarters 
of Shanghai have shifted, with 
increase of population, westwards 
and northwards, The Band is still 
a pleasure resort for hundreds, 
especially on band nights; and it 
is intolerable that the enjoyment 
of those hundreds should be marred 
for want of some care to see that 

.Jaunches and lighters remove at 
nightfall to a proper place. 

‘A new aspect of the smoke nuis- 
ance, however, is discovered in the 
Electrical Engineer’s contribution 














to the Municipal Council’s Annual 
Report for 1909. “The newcomer 
toShangbai,” Mr. Aldridge writes, 
is strack with thesmoky aspect of 
the town. Factory chimneys are 
the principal offenders in causing 
this murkiness. Smokeless com- 
bastion of coal is not an impos- 
sibility, but without, in many cases, 
® costly alteration to the boiler 
settings or the adoption of other 
apparatus it is difficalt to attain. 
In most European cities heavy 
penalties are inflicted upon owners 
of factory chimneys which emit 
black smoke.” From these re- 
floxions the writer, not unnatarally, 
argnes in favour of electricity for 
indastrial purposes, quoting in 
illustration, the atmospheric condi- 
tions of manufacturing districts in 
Switzerland and about Niagara 
where electricity is readily obtain- 
able, It may be imagined, especi 
ally after the report of the meeting 
which appeared in these colamns 
yesterday, that the supporters of 
gas could find equally cogent 
arguments for the industrial use of 
their own product. But into this 
controversy we need not enter. 
Already it has been shown that 
there is room both for gas and 
lectricity ; and doubtless, with 
time, these agents will command 
more and more respect from manu- 
facturers. The question is whether, 
in comparison with the more 
familiar coal and tall chimney, 
thoy will keop pace with the indas- 
trial development of Shanghai 
which even in the past few years 
has notably advanced. For the 
moment we may lay emphasis on 
one inference to be drawn from 
Mr. Aldridge’s report, that here, as 
in Europe, “heavy penalties” 
should be imposed on offenders. 
It is a difficulty that inspectors of 
smoke nuisances differ greatly in 
their estimates of blackness of 
smoke as within the meaning of the 
by-law; and the problem has 
given rise to tho invention of 
numerous ingenious testing ap- 
paratases. In Shanghai wo have 
to reckon further with the difficulty 
of international jarisdiction. But 
in so far as this has not proved 
insuperable in other causes, there 
appears no reason why it migl 
not be circumvented in this ; and 
the question should clearly be taken 
in hand while the industrial side of 
Shanghai is still comparatively 
in infancy. Before we leave the 
subject of smoke, with its obvious 
relationship to eyes, we may 
call attention to the danger of 
spreading sand on wood pavement! 
as a preventive against slipping 
in rainy weather. Effective as the 
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sand is for this purpose, the 
dust that results with the 
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return of dry weather puts it 
altogether out of court. In many 
towns, if we are not mistaken, 
the sanding of roads has been aban- 
doned principally on account of 
the danger to eyesight ; and now 
that the Nanking Road is to be 
paved with wood it is important to 
utter a timely warning. 

Bat the streets afford another 
formidable danger of which we 
have lately had a striking example 
in the collision between a tram and 
motor-car. Of the general regalation 
of traffic we do not speak. It is in 
careful bands. and by its peculiar 
constitution it admits of but limited 
improvement. But the increasing 
number of motor-cars assuredly 
demands consideration. There is, 
we believe, no stipulated speed- 
limit in Shangbai and the circum- 
stances of the place, the practical 
impossibility of obtaining accurate 
estimates of speed, militate 
the introduction of such. Bat im- 
munity in this respect mast not be 
allowed to breed recklessness ; and, 
as a safeguard, no better weapon 
could be suggested than that every 
accident in which a motor-car is 
concerned, whether it result in 
damage to human life or not, should 
be vented on the motorist with an 
absolately penalizing fino. Let the 
car be driven at what speed its 
owner pleases. But unless it can 
clearly be shown that the accident 
occurred through no fault of the 
driver, as when a Chinese deliberate- 
ly walks in front of the car, the un- 
alterable consequence should be a 
fine of anything up to half the value 
of the car. The simplicity and 
reasonableness of such a regulation 
should need no demonstration. 
For the careful driver it has no 
terrors ; for the iniquitous it is 
genuinely prohibitive ; and it is be- 
coming more evident every day 
that the iniquitous cannot be left 
to pursue their way unchecked, 
We cannot forbear from making 
one more appeal to the authorities 
to put a stop to the use of the 
new motor-horn or hooter of which 
complaint bas been made before. 
That one or two such nuisances 
should be allowed is bad; but it 
is the danger of example which 
must chiefly be apprehended ; and 
it is regrettable to think that while 
a private company, namely tho 
Tramways, has made commendable 
efforts to eet the complaint 
against excessive ringing of bells, 
the guardians of public welfare 
should apparently have taken no 
steps to nip the evil of sirens and 
hooters in the bud. In conclusion, 
we claim no particular novelty for 
the complaints that we have voiced; 
































it would be more satisfactory if we 
could. But apart from the tarn of 
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the year which lends fresh poig- 
nancy to public nuisances, it may 
be considered that Shanghai is in a 
transitional stage from which the 
probabilities are that it will emerge 
‘as much greater and more complex 
than it now is, as its present condi- 







that the development of civili 
brings its own attendant evils, un- 
dreamed-of in a rader age. As the 
wth of industrial England pro- 
iuced the “ Black Country”, the 
motor-car may be held up by future 
historians as one of the principal 
causes of the new access of class| 
prejudice universally observed. The 
obvious deduction is that civi 
tion is not effective, unless it also 
brings the antidote for such evils ; 
and of that fooling the demand 
all countries for urban reform is an 
eloquent sign.

oppose the Council’s alterations and 
move as an amendment the set of 
rales drawn up by itself as the 
result of its investigations into the 
sabject. Resolation IV is probably 
intended to go beyond the proposed 
rales that supersede the Committeo’s 
recommendations and to meet the 
Committee half-way ; but it falls 
short of the latter's recommenda- 
tion in one important particular, 
while with its present indifferent 
wording it ies something that 
cannot possibly be meant by the 
Council, namely that the Council 
only is to exercise (+c. poll) proxy 
votes. Osher points of difference 
between the two sets of rules are: 
1). the right to call for a division,

elected him to the Chair. 

Eoough has been said to show 
that the proposed rules of proce- 
dare may well give rise to a pro- 
longed discussion, especially as the 
“twenty minutes role” will not 
apply, except at tho option of the 
speaker, until the original motion 
orthe amendment is passed. The 
more serious divergence of opinion 
centres in the question of ptoxy 
voting, which the Committee would 
restrict to those present who can 
prodace severally an actual form of 
proxy from an abseat Ratepayer, 
drawn up within the previous 
twolve months, authorizing each 
individual holder to exercise so- 
and-so’s vote. From Resolation 
TV, apart from its faulty wording, 
it is to be inferred that the Council 
does not see its way to enforce the 
production of any form of proxy, 
but is prepared to encourage absent 
Ratepayers to register with the 
Council once and for all time the 
name of their proxy-bolders. As 
far as can be gathered from a

ORATORY 


IN SHANGHAI. 
March 21. 

A sewtence in Sir Henry Luc; 
“Sixty Years in the Wilderness 
runs thus :—‘‘ A distinctive feature 
of the twentieth-century House of 
Commons is the disappearance of 
the orator.” In his inimitable way 
the writer proceeds to tell how the 
change has come about ; how Glad- 
stone was the last survival of the 
oratorical giants, Disraeli never 
having been earnest enough, never 
“troubled by dominating conv'c- 
tion ” enough to be really great ; 
how little by little oration has given 
place to talk, the classic quotation 
to homely wit, and the elaborate 
infully written ont by 
mmary of sober 
fact. Shanghai is not alone, there- 
fore, when she finds herself com- 
pelled to lament tha loss of the 
fluent tongue, the ready wit, and 
the apt retort. Speakers there are 
in plenty who can give in length 
what they lack in depth, and who 
unacquainted, perhaps, with Do- 
mosthenes, are still convinced, as 
their gesticulatory efforts declare, 
that bis decision is right, and that 
in oratory the first thing is Action ; 
the second, Action ; and the third 
likewise, ‘Action. Where are we 
to look for the cause of this deca- 
dence? That it is widespread in 
the British realms is undoubted. 
What are the reasons? Orators 
are made, not born. He who is 
willing to chew pebbles enough, or 
suffer the smoke of the midnight: 
lamp, may become an orator even 
as Bemosthenes did. But only if 
his audiences permit.

alone award the palm. Why. 
these days, do they refuse to do su? 
Tt may be that, satiated by, perhaps 
disgusted at, the efforts of an all- 
pervading mediocrity, they have~ 
lost the power of appreciating ex- 
cellence. It may be that the Press: 
is to blame. What arguments, 
what facts, what illustrations can 
an orator now make use of which 
have not already been battered and: 
outworn by passage throngh an 
ever-clanging press? So it has: 
come to that whatever of true 
oratory has not been overwhelmed! 
by cacophony may have heen 
swamped in a bog of printors’ ink. 

These considerations have beom 
suggested by tho perusal of some 
old volumes of ‘The North-China 
Herald”—those of the seventies. 
“There were giants in the earth in 
those days,” oratorical giants fitted 
to be, in Shanghai, the contem- 

raries of Gladstone, Bright, 

israeli, and Lowe at home. The 
St. Andrew's Dinner gave them 
their opportunity. Not only were 
the Scotsmen themselves in full 
force, but their hospitality took 
care to include in the list of guests 
the hest spenkers of other nationali- 
ties. So we find Mr. G. A. Lind- 
say, Dr, Henderson, Mr. Spence, 
Dean Butcher, Mr. (now Sir Char 
les) Dudgeon, Mr. Black, Dr. 
Jamieson representing the St. 
Patrick’s Society, and severalothers, 
holding forth as proposers of toasts 
or in replying to them. We know 
nothing in present day Shanghai 
oratory to equal the efforts on thore 
occasions, or even to approach 
them. The report as printed in 
“The North-China Herald's” pages 
fills nearly twenty columns, and 
both in form and substance is of 
an order highly creditable to a 
community which then numbered 
but some few hundreds of adults. 
Dr. Henderson was especially happy 
in after-dinner oratory. He had a 
firm foundation of cultare to build 
upon, a breezy manner which 
wafted his audience williagly along, 
and a fund of humour always pre- 
pared to give from its natural 
spring that flavour of fun which 
post-prandial speaking demands. 
Then there was Dean Butcher, 
polished, perspicuous, popular 
We are still able to associate 
our local pulpits with eloquence, 
but Dean Butcher found frequent 
opportunit} for his talent 
outside the Cathedral and was 
ever ready with exactly the right 
word in the right place, always 
fall of that sympathy which is an 
Sesame” to the hearts of 
audiences. It is, perhaps, only 
fair to the present day to record the 
fact that the St. Andrew’s dinners 




















gloquence would be sufficient tolcan give the stimulus, as they|had a Johnson as reporter in the 
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shape of Mr. R. 8. Gundry, then 
editor of “The  North-China 
Herald.” As Dr. Johnson in h 
reports turned the British Pa:

In these days there 
portunity for local speaks 
any display of the oratori 
they possess.

There are 
annual meetings of shareholders in 
joint-stock companies, but it is 
seldom that even the chairmen at- 
tempt high flights of eloquence. 
The dividend warrant, if “fat” 
enough, is more persuasive of good- 
homour and “ wreath: miles” 
than anything in the shape of 
metaphor-or quip. Meetings of 
Ratepayers cannot be expected 
oftener than once a year as a rule, 
and though an occasional effort is 
then made to rescue the sinki 
reputation of the Settle 
debate, the effort is not always 
successful. ‘The Yangkingpang 
last year provided a subject for a 
wider flow of rhetoric than usual. 
Some speakers were weighty in 
facts, some lighter in raillery. 
There was a suspicion ‘of personal 
antagonism, with two separate 
camps, and this provided the spice 
of sincerity which conviction and 
argument ad hominem and ad res 

vunias can always provide, 
‘The meeting also afforded a rare 
example of the persuasive power of 
a convinced enthusiast able to sub- 


















mit his case with cogency and zeal. 
Mr. L. J. Cubitt on that occasion 
so carried his audience with him as 
to tarn what was generally expected 
to be a strongly adverse vote into 
‘one equally favourable. There hay 
‘been few such instances in Settl 
ment history. But even one shows 
that true oratory is never without 
its justification. 











THE RATEPAYER’S

Yesrenvay'’s Annual Meeting 
of Ratepayers achieved for itself 
no special place in the history of 
the Settlement. The series of large 
attendances that have been a fea- 
tare of recent years was at last 
broken, and when the proceedings 
were began by the election of a 
Chairman there were not two score 
of voters present. Subsequently 
there was a stronger muster, but 
the total at no time exceeded 273.

careful consideration of Ratepayers, 
it was unfortunate that the discas- 
sion was overshadowed by more 
than one misunderstanding. Mr. 
H. P. Wilkinson had an exceed- 
ingly difficalt task before him to 
convince an audience of the superi- 
ority of one set of fifteen separate 
rales over another, and it proved 
too great an undertaking for the 
Meeting. His case was lost, wo 
are inclined to think, more by bad 
generalsbip than by any inherent 
weakness ; for it was impossible 











to listen to his carefully reasoned 
line of argument without seeing the 
justice of his contentions. No at- 
tempt was made fo refate any one 
of his argaments, but bis amend- 
ment was lost presumably because

the Meeting considered that it 
would he less trouble in the circum- 
stances to carry on with the other 
set of rules. The special committee 
was ill-advised not to accede to the 
Council’s request for a joint diseus- 
sion on the subject, for clearly the 
Rules of Procedure are hedged 
around with too many controversial 
matters to be discnssed adequately 
ata public meeting. At the samo 
time the mover and seconder of the 
amendment were clearly thrown 
out of their line of advance by 
having their amendment ruled out 
of order asa direct negative, and 
made a falsc move in not accepting 
the Chairman’s recommendation to 
submit each role separately to the 
Meeting. In this connexion it may 
be mentioned that Palgrave on 
Rales of Order (we quote from 
memory) decides :— The amend- 
ment may assame the form of 
negative of the motion yet it mast 
be couched in the terms of affirma- 
tion.” “ Amendments like motions 
must always be put in the affirma- 
tive form and the speaker to the 
amendment must clearly intimate 
the mode in which he wishes to 
present his traverse whether to 
amend, negative or banish the 
original motion.” It might well 
be a matter for surprise, therefor 
to the speaker to find that 
amendment couched in the phrase 
“to substitute the words * 
Committee’s’ for ‘the Counci 
was ruled to be a direct negative.. 
To the lay mind the wording would 
pear to be “in the affirmative” ; 
while in effect its negative aspect, 
although there, might be held to be 
only partial, in common with all 
amendments, becanse the Comit- 
ec's sot of rules only modi- 
fied about one quarter of the 
Conncil’s proposed rules, Ratepay- 
ers, however, will have gathered 
from the words of the Chairman of 
the Council that the whole subject 
will still receive the attention of 
the Council, and there can be little 
doubt that Mr. H. P. Wilkinson's 
speech will cause much moro 
intelligent attention to be given to 
the actual wording of the [and 
Regulations than they have hitherto 
received. 

Te was left to the Tramways to 
be provocative of most interest in 
bea afternoon's debate. However 

rd the Company’s supporters 
might pload that it agreed to the 
original terms of the concession 
with its eyes shut, they could not 
dispel the fecling created by Mr. 
W. V. Drammond’s cogent speech 
that no serious harm would be done 
if the community reserved itself

{the lapse of one year, Mr. A. W, 
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U. Pope, who speaks with some 
santhority on the subject, was able 
to affirm that the Tramways Com- 
pany laboured under the severity 
of its contract ; and Mr. D. Landale 
pointed out that an inefficient 
service was not in the community’s 
interests. But the palpable con- 
tradiction between the picture of 
the Company’s prospects painted 
for shareholders in England and 
that submitted to the Shanghai 
electorate, to which Mr. Dram- 
yond drew attention, finally turned 
the scale and the Company will 
have to pay both Royalty and its 
‘share of road maintenance for the 
current year, while deriving what 
benefit it can from an altered 
achedule of the cost of power sup- 
plied. ‘Towards the end of a long 
meeting the request for permission 
to build in the centro of tho Settle- 
ment a pagoda, 360 feet high, was 
passed after a division and a poll. 
As the edifice is to bo a purely 
Chinese enterprise, the snccessful 
passage of the Resolution through 
the Ratepayers’ Meeting is, perhaps, 
calculated to cause the advocates of 
the grant of wider scope to the 
Chinese in our international ter 
tory to take heart. Thus yesterday's 
votes may have other effects than 
those contemplated by the Meeting. 
Finally the Ratepayers passed un- 
animously a motion that they had 
ily rejected a year ago, and the 
work of paving the Nanking Road 
with wood is now to be undertaken. 


CANADA AND THE 
UNITED STATES. 
March 23, 


‘Tae announcement of the Wash- 
ington State Department “that 
there is no ray of hope of any 
























those, including not a few American 
manufacturers, who were pinning 
their hopes on President Taft's 
avowed anxiety to apply, through- 


out, the minimum and not the 
maximum rates of the Payne Tariff. 
Wn the 31st of this month the Pre- 
sident will proclaim a list of the 
countries entitled to the minimum 
tariff ; but the hopes once enter- 
tained that Canada would figure on 
the list are apparently shattered. 
“It is believed,” says Reuter, “that 
a tariff war must inevitably break 
out on April 1.” The sincerity 
of President Tuft is shown by 
his inviting Mr. W. 8. Field- 
ing, Minister of Finance for 
the Dominion, to a final con- 
ference. But while France and 
the United States have been able to 
arrive at a complete understanding 
as regards their respective tariffs, 
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the conference between President 
Taft and Mr. Fieldi i 
as yet without result. 
lock is all the more regrettable in 
view of the efforts that had been 
made particularly on the American 
side to avert it. Early in last 
November a meeting of merchants 
and manufuctarers took place at 
Detroit, the result of which was a 
declaration that Canada did not 
discriminate undaly against Ameri- 
can exports, and an urgent recom- 
mendation to President Taft to 
‘apply the minimum rate to 'anadian 
produce. Subsequently, in pur- 
saance of the same object Mr. 
Mann, chairman of the House 
Committee on Inter-States and 
Foreign Commerce, announced his 
intention of introducing 
amendments to the Payne Tariff in 
order to forestal hostilities. All 
this good will was believed to chime 
with the President's personal in- 
clinations ; and the belief was 
confirmed by the Message to ( 
gress on December 7, in which Mr. 
Taft declared that there was no 
foundation for fears of application 
of the maximum tariff and resultant 
trede wars. - 

The anxiety of u section of 
American manufacturers to prevent 
‘a tariff war with Canada is explain- 
ed by the na‘ure of the trades that’ 
would chiefly bo affected. There 
is a growing tendency in the United 
States to look to tho Dominion for 
such raw materials as ores, coal, 
lumber and pulpwood for paper- 
manufacture; and while the natural 
outlet for Canada’s surplus of these 
products is southward acrocs the 
border, the receptivity of American 
manufactarers has been stimulated 
by the partial orhaustion of their 
‘own resources and the new sense 
of economy in this respect that has 
become noticeable since Mr. Roose- 
velt called his famous inter-state 
conference to discuss the conser- 
vation of America’s natural resour- 
ces. Large tracts of forest land 
in Quebec, New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia are held by American 
paper-manufacturers: and numbers 
of mills in Canada aro practically 
owned by Amaricans. Enforcement 
of maximum rates under the Payne 
tariff is calculated to raise the duty 
oa pulpwood and paper exported 
from Canada to an almost pro- 
hibitive price; and hence the recom- 
mendations of the Detroit meeting. 
So far us pulpwood alone is 
concerned, Canadians would not 
appear greatly to fear a tariff war. 
The provinces mentioned above, 
with which must be included 
Ontario, consider not unreasonably 
that their forests should serve as a 
means of national development, and 






































to that end have imposed restrictions 
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‘on the export of pulpwood from 
Crown lands. Manufactured paper, 
however, stands in a different 
category, not to mention other 
articles that must pay duty on 
entering the United States. The 
point at issue was, therefore, to 
decide whether the treaty between 
France and Canada, ratified at the 
close of last year, and the prefer- 
ence extended by the Dominion 
towards the Mother country should 
be held to constitute undue dis- 
crimination against the United 
States. With regard to the French 
treaty, opinions would appear to 
have wavered considerably. But 
‘on the subject ‘of the preference to 
Great Britain, the Canadian Gov- 
ernment has’ consistently muin- 
tained that no third party can 
interfere with private arrange- 
ments between a country and its 
colonies, and certainly that no sach 
interference would be attempted 
towards the United States and their 
colonies. This principle was fully 
recognized in the original draft of 
the Payne Tariff, but it disappeared 
from the Bill in the progress of 
debate. 

Tt is in this elimination from the 
Payno Tariff of the rights of every 
country to make private arrange- 
ments with its colonies, that we may 
find some explanation of the pre- 
sent deadlock. Signs have not 
been wanting thut the ultra-protec- 
tionists of the Republican party 
party were determined, wherever a 
vestige of excuse might be offered, 
to obtain enforcement of the 
maximum tariff as an offset against 
the concessions, however nominal 
in practical effect, which had beon 
wrung from them under the Payne 
Law. Their success, however, in 
the present instance, if suocess it 
should ultimately prove to be, will 
only be won at the cost of increased 
resentment from the opposite, or 
radical wing of the party, which, 
since the first appearances under the 
gine of President Roosevelt of a 
schism among the Republicans, has 
not ceased to demand a general 
reduction of American tariffs. The 
controversy with Canada thus serves 
to throw an interesting light upon 
the late revolt against President 
Taft as signalled in onr telegrams. 
The Radicals, who represent the 
mid-western States, are bitterly 
opposed to the trusts which dominate 
the East, and pin their faith on 
tariff reform and tariff reduction 
as their chief weapon in the fight. 
Their wishes were disregarded in 
the construction of the Payne Tariff; 
and incensed as thus they were 
against President Taft for what 
they considered to be the violation 
of his election pledges, their dis- 
satisfaction was accentuated by the 
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absence from Mr. Taft's first message 
to Congress of those fandamental 
reforms of which they had dreamed. 
It remains to be seen whether the 
malcontents, who have already 
succeeded in dealing a vital blow 
at Speaker Cannon, will yet succeed 
in bringing about some modus 
vivendi with Canada. They will 
Gnd a weighty argument in the fact 
that the American population of 
Canada is estimated at over 500,000 
and that American capital invested 
in the Dominion amounts to at 
least forty-five millions sterling. 
What concessions the Canadians 
would be prepared to offer, is not| 
very apparent. The desire of 
Canada generally is to attract 
Britieh rather than American capital 
and to foster a system of Imperkal 
preference. But American markets 
are too convenient to be altogether 
ignored; and even should a tariff 
war break out, it could scarcely be 
of long duration. 








THE NEW POLICE 


REGULATIONS, 
March 24. 


Tr will be remembered that “The 
China and Korea (Amendment) 
Order in Council, 1909,” which 
appeared in our columns on Januar} 
24 and came into force a mon\ 
Inter, provided for the promulga- 
tion ‘of separate regulations “ for 
the creation, maintenance, discip- 
line and control of a police force 
for any foreign concession ot 
Settlement in China.” Such regu- 
lations, as will be seen from an 
official notification by the Judge of 
His Majesty's Supreme Court in 
this issue, have now-heen drawn up 
and will take effect from the first 
day of April. The subject carries 
us back to the autamn of 1906, 
when trouble among the Sikh 
police brought home to the Muai- 
cipal authorities the inadequacy of 
the existing machinery for the 
purpose of maintaining proper dis- 
cipline in the Police Force. To 
cope with the situation thus creat- 
ed “The Shanghai Mani 
Police Regulation, 1906,” w: 
hurriedly promulgated on October 
12 of that year, and was amplified 
in the following -Idine by “The Police 
Discipline Regulations, 1907.” The 
first of these enactments mere- 
ly declared that disobedience or 
desertion was an indictable offence, 
while the second fixed the penalties 
for such an offence on conviction. 
Neither attempted to make snitable 
provision for the permanent main- 
tenance of discipline in a large 
police force, which in the circam- 
stances was obviously required. 
The matter, however, subsequently 





















occupied the attention of those 
concerned, and after unavoidable 
delay has at last been dealt with in 
the new Regulations. ‘Their pur- 
port, as already indicated, was out- 
ined it 3 of Article 
TIL of the Order in Council, 1909. 
‘These Clauses were the object of 
no little comment at the time of 
their promulgation, owing to the 
power placed in the hands of the 
head of a police foros “ to inflict 
summary punishment by imprison- 
ment with hard labour for ic 
not exceeding fifteen days. 
new Regalations, while confirming 
this power, iavested in the case of 
Shanghai in the Captain Superin- 
tendent, lay down very clearly the 
precise limits within which it shall 
be exercised, and remove altogether 
the harsh ring of unrestricted auto- 
cracy in the Order in Council that 
was lated to offend certain 
susceptibilities. 

Before we discuss the details) 
of these Regulations, it will be 
well to realize the methods by 
which at the present moment dis- 
cipline is maintained in the Police 
Force, The members of the Force 
are engaged on a civil contract, 
and offences can be dealt with only 
by fines, reduction in rank, dis- 
missal or resort to the public Court. 
It is generally admitted that th 
latter method ‘is prejudicial to the 
interests of the Force, except in 
extreme cases, while there are of 
necessity many instances where a 
radation of punishment hetwoen a 
ine and dist Lis required. In 
the absence of any other form of 
punishment there is a tendency 
to increase the fines to an extent 
that is probably. more irksome to 
the offenders than any other form 
of punishment and prejadicial rather 
than helpful to discipline. The 
new Regalations, provide as sum- 
mary punishment, confinement to. 
quarters for a term not exceeding 
seven days, fine to any amonnt not 
exceeding four days’ pay, reduction 
in rank, class or seniority, and 
removal from special duty. Twelve 
offences are enumerated for which 
such summary punishment can be 
inflicted ; but it is left to the dis- 
crotion of the Captain Saperinten- 
dent whether he adopts this method 
of dealing with an offender or the 
procedaro of a formal inquiry. In 
the latter case the investigation 
may be held either in opea Court 
or by bi 1g presumably with 
powers of a Magistrate, and pun- 
ishment may be inflicted to the 
extent of imprisonment with hard 
labour for a term not exceeding 
fifteen days, or a fine not exceeding 
one month’s pay or both. More 
serious offences come under the 
jurisdiction of His Majesty’s Court, 
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and for these heavier penalties are 
evacted. Further, the Regulations 
provide that members of the Police 
Force are at all times subject to 
the order and control of the Captain 
Superintendent, and that they shall 
not be at liberty to withdraw 
from duty or resign, unless express 
permission for this step has been 
received. By the wording of 
Clauses III ‘and IV it will be seen 
that the supreme authority of the 
Manicipal Council is recognized 
by the Regulations, and the fears 
that the original Order in Council 
was calculated to set up an im- 
[perium in imperio will thus be 
dissipated. Finally in Clause IV 
provision is made for a legalized 
system of watchmen under police 
control, which in course of time 
should have the effect of improving 
‘a service that at present is far 
from perfect. 

The new Regulations, it may be 
remarked, are based on the Indian 
Police Act and, accordingly, repre- 
sent no striking innovation in the 
matter of police control. From the 
fact that they are published locally 
ander the order of His Majesty's 
Supreme Court, it is to be inferred 
that the powers conferred by them 
are not held to encroach upon the 
prerogatives of that Court nor to 
infringe the rights and liberty of 
the subject. A noticeable provision 
in Clause XI enacts that the terms 
of the Regulations are applicable 
only to any person serving in the 
Municipal Police Force below the 
rank of sub-inspector—a clear 
indication that nothing is sought 
by the authorities concerned beyond 
the minimum standard of discipline 
compatible with an efficient force. 
In the definition of the “ police 
district” as “any place where 

lice datics are habitually per- 
formed by tho Shanghai Municipal 
Police,” it will be noted that the 
widest interpretation has been secur- 
ed without introducing into an 
official document any terms that 
might conflict with the often-qnoted 
sovereign rights of others.

THE COMING STRUGGLE. 

‘What new phase the crisis may enter 
upon at the close of the month of truce, 
{t is impossible to say ; but the natural 
‘sxpectation is that the Commons will 





pass the Veto resolutions, the Lords 
will throw them ont, and that Mr. 
Asquith in view of the impossibility of 
making any serions attempt to induce 
the King to create five hundred new 
peers, will therenpon resign office. The 
idea of © Conservative Nationalist 
alliance which was recently put forward 
by “The Daily Mail” has now been 
taken up by “The Morning Post.” 
‘That journal, it is true, does not suggest 
that the Unionist Party should sdopt the 
policy of Home Role for Ireland, even 
in a modified form; but it regards 
all the Irish National Tariff Re- 
formers and snggests that a promise of 
Tariff Reform with a fall redress cf 
financial grievances would secure their 
alliance. That seems hardly a probable 
solution; and the only alternative one 
can see is another General Election. 
And with regard to that, no party can 
be really sangaine about the result, 
The feeling in the North against the 
domination of the Lords is to all 
‘appearances very strong ; and it is by 
‘n0 means improbable that the result of 
the next General Election will be very 
mach like the last, and that both 
Liberals and Unionists will be at the 
merey of the Nationalists. That the 
Unionists have nothing to gain by 
hurrying on the catastrophe the result 
of the by-clection in St. George’s- 
the-East tends to show. At the General 
Election the Irish contitaents who are 
‘aid to number some six or seven 
hundred, were instructed to vote for Mr. 
Benn, the Liberal candidate, and he got 
in by 434. This time it was formally 
‘announced that the compact was at an 
‘end, and that the Irish were under no 
obligation to vote for Mr. Benn. The 
Unionists, therefore, were vory con- 
fident of winning the seat. But instead 
of this Mr. Benn, increased his 
majority. The resalt of the coming 
General Election will depend largely 
on Mr, Asquith’s leadership during the 
next few weeks, He has yet time to 
retrieve his mistakes. 
REFORM OF DIVORCE.

“renters of land and ratepayers,” 
whenever they ocour in the foregoing 
regulations shall, when not otherwise 
indicated by the connexion in which 
they ovcur, be taken to mean electors 
entitled to vote according to the 
terms of Article 19. Now the Land 
Regulstions of Shanghai do not 
stand alone, ‘Thoro Land Re- 
ulations for Concessions and Settlo- 
mouta all over China; and the view 
which has had to be taken iu response 
to difficulties raised in those other 
Coucessiona has boon as follows :— 
‘That every iutorort paying a qualifying 
amount of taxes is not entitled to vote,

feotly cles: (t was never intended by

We arc at 
present in negotiation with the riparian 
‘owners who control the Council's use of 
what is known as the Chinese Garden, 
and we have not yet abandoned the hope 
that this, the ideal site for the Volan- 
teer Headquarters, will become avail 
able: If, however, oar elforta are frit 
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less. I think I may say that the! 
Head quarters will be as near to the 
Chinese Garden, which is what is called 
the “point of mean residence” of the 
Corps, as is possible with doe regard 
to considerations of cost. 

RIFLE RANGE EXTENSION. 

It must also be remembered that 
onr expenditure daring the last two or 
three years upon safeguarding an object 
of vital importance to the Corps has 
been considerable and at this stage I 
may, perhaps, draw your attention to the 
last item in the Financial Statement, 
which is one calling for more explat 
tion from me thao, perhaps, any other io 
the whole document. I refer to the 
purchases of land which we have made 
behind the Rifle Butts at a cont to date 
of Tis, 122,000. The necessity for 
these purchases was in the first place 
brought to the Council's notice by the 
Parks Committee, who were diffident as 
to opening the Hongkew Recreation 
Ground to the pablic while the Butts are 
in their present position. The risk of 
stray ballets falling in the Ground, was 
one which the Committee did not ‘care 
to take, 

To meet this case we removed from 
the Range piece of metal or stone 
which was likely to cause s ricochet, 
‘and, as may be noticed, the north 
corner of the Ground is converted into 
spond to prevent people approaching 
the line of fire. With all these pre- 
cautions, however, there is still some 
small risk of astray ballet. The risk 
‘a very small one, and I do not wish 
to alarm people who use the Ground as 
to its safety, but it is better to take 
‘stops to prevent accident, even though 
the chance is remote, than to wait for 
‘that accident to happen. 

‘The removal of the Range elsewbere 
‘was considered, in the present temper of 
the local native officials, to be an im- 
possibility, and we therefore decided to 
purchase sofficient land behind the 
Batts so that wo might extend the 
Range 400 yards to the north, 

Gentlemen, we made our purchases 
in what I might describe as socrocy. 
‘The slightest hint that the Council was 
baying and the price would have doubled 
or trebled, As it is we have made the 
bulk of our purchases at a reasonable

BUDOET. 

Mr. Lawpate said :—Mr. Chairman, 
Ladies and Gentlemen. 

T have the honour to lay before you 
the estimates for 1910 which were 
published on Febroary 24 last. The 
Budget is put before you in ample 
detail and the Introduction goes far to- 
wards explaiving difficulties which so 
large a mass of figures inherently 
presents. 

I must in the first place allude to the 
question of Income, which, except for 
some amendment of the Licence 
Schedule, is upon the same basis as that 
of the last two years, that is to say, we 
propose Land Tax at 6/10ths of 1 per 
cent, and House Rate proportionately 
at 12 per cent. The Municipal Income 
I am glad to be able to state still shows 
that steady jive expansion which 
hhas been « feature of the past few years. 

While there is s slight reduction io 
rentals both foreign and native, throngh- 
out the Settlement, we anticipate that 
it will be more than counterbalanced 
by the increase in the number of oo- 
‘eapied honses. 

‘The Licence Schedule contains pro- 
vision for higher rates for the larger 
Hotels, and these should meet with 
ready ce, in view of what such 
institutions would be called upon to psy 
elsewhere. We have also put up the 
Motor Car licence, and, as « driver of « 
motor car myself, I feel that the increase 
to Ts. 10 per quarter is fully justified 
in the circumstances. 

We also propose increasing the 
licence fee on public ricsbss from $1) 
to $2. Gentlemen, the trade and cal 
ing of a ricsba owner in Shangbsi 
unquestionably a lucrative one. Hi 
capital is small, be bires bis vebicles 
out at fixed rates, and enjoys a steady 
income, We are therefore of opinion 
that $2 per mensem is not too much to 


























daring the year. They bare competed 
successfally with the tramway service, 
and remain very much more numerous 
than they were before the tramway 
started and perhaps unnecessarily 50 
from the number of unoccupied ones 
seen constantly persmbulating the 
streets. At the same time, also, a num- 
ber of these vebicles are unsatisfactory

On the other hand tho 
financial position of the Company ix 
certainly aot what was expected. They 
have paid no dividend, and so far as wo 
fare aware they sce a0 prospoct of a 
dividend for the next fow years. Under 
those cirenmstances wo lave said that, 
rather than force the Company to 
neglect the work of renewal and repair 
and to cartail their sorvico owing to

The Electricity Department 
of the Council, as you know, is managed 
sub-committee, and’ that sub- 
committee fanctions, 80 far as is pos- 
lo, upon the lines of s Board of 
Directors of a public company. The 
Electricity Committee, Gentlemen, in 
the course of last year, declined to 
recommend to us any reduction of the 
Power Rate originally arranged between 
the Company and the Council. They 
said “the Company bas made» con- 
tract with us and we look to them to 
fulfil it.” On the other hand, again, it is 
scarcely to be gainsaid that’ the Power 
Agreement has proved an advantage to 
the Department. A certain risk was 
taken by the Department in laying down 
plant for the supply of power, sod, as 
has boen pointed out, more plant was 
Inid down at the Company's request 
than has actually beeo required. At 
the same time the Departruent has made 
8 profit on the transactino, and has 
strengthened ite position generally by 
reason of its grester ontpat, The 
Council hax endeavoured to take o 
broader view of this questivo, and, to 
that end, has had fignres compiled 
showing at what rates power can del as 
supplied to the Company, providing 

oaly for that profit which we think 
shonld reasoasbly. be tmsde oo sachs 
transaction.

These three questions which I have 
laid before you are varied in character, 


and had they been disassociated 
from the Bndget for the purpose

RECREATION GKOUND FOR OHINERE. 

There is also a project to which this 
Budget ins sense pledges the Com- 
munity, to which I must refer, that in 
the provision of recreation spaces for 
Chinese use. 

You sre aware that the Public 
Recreation Ground, under the terms of 
its lease, is reserved for foreign residents. 
The Hongkew Recreation Ground, only 
recently completed, has, without for- 
mality, been dedicated to the same p 
pose.

Althongh Obina bas given no official 
reply to R alternative railway 
scheme, onofficially and tentatively, the 
Central Government has let it be koown 
that it may negative the Urge railway 
proposal by proclaiming that China had

withont foreign assistance, either by way 
‘of loan or contract. Such s reply 
would be expected to carry the discussion 
back to the Chinchon-Aigan railway 
scheme and to relieve the American 
financiers of all responsibility in con- 
nexion with the rival scheme. Its ad- 
vantage appears to. cod there ; for 
no one expects Russia to allow 
the Chinchoa line to cross the 
Chinese Eastern railway. The Ohio- 
chou line, therefore, wonld be merely an 
animportant branch line and its com- 
mercial enccese still more donbtfal. 

It is still possible that wise counsels

TWO OFFICIAL 
DOCUMENTS. 


To connexion with the rescript on 
girl-slavery to which our Peking corres- 
pondent refers in bis letter published in 
this issue, it is of interest to resall that 
the first appeal on thi snbject in recent 
‘years seems to have been in the “ Za 
Tung Pao" of June 24, 1905, with the 
then recent laws for the liberation of 
slaves in Siam as leverage. This 
appeal was sent to every provincial 
Viceroy, Governor, Treasurer and Judge 
in the Empire. Then, following the 
Shanghai riot in December of the same 

















A.|year—a riot worked up, as it tarned 


‘out, by Chinese “bad property” owners, 
in connexion with a consigament of girls 
from Szechuan, detained by the Manic 
pal police—a further sppeal was sent 
Lent th de ee to all the 
igh provincial officials,—especially to 
H.E. Chon Fa, the then ‘Viceroy of 
Nanking, and s good friend of the 
Christian ature Society. His 
Excellency yielded to the sppeal, and 
when the Shanghai riot negotiations 
were ended, himself memorialized the 
Court for the total abolition of girl- 
slavery. This was said to bave been 
vourably received, but shelved 
the while, The next step was 
to appeal to one of the prominent 
native editors, saying: “Before and 
after the riot, your contention was as to 
the insult and iniquity of arresting an 
alleged bigh official's widow on the 
charge of transporting kidoapped girls ; 
you had no word to ssy for the girls 
themeelves and for the bundreds who are 
undoubtedly kidnapped and sold along 
the Yangtze Valley. But now that 
H.E.Chou Fo has memorialized on 
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the whole subject, will you aot lend 
your pen to the cause of humanity in 
this matter?” ‘That appesl, too, was 
successful, In a few ‘there ap- 
peared more than one article, pleadiog 
the canse of slave-girls in general. And 
these articles were sent to H. E. Chou 
Fa, who, after a month or two prepared 
afresh memorial of some length, with 
suggestions in detail, This also was 
reported to have been favourably re- 
ceived. But His Excellency did not 
remain in office much longer, and other 
matters engrossed the attention of the 
Cort. Yet every now and then the 
subject was taken up afresh in the “ Za 
Tung Pao” and copies sent to the 
Viceroys and Governors. And now, 
the very fine memorial (2,400 word 
length) of the Commission of Gonstita- 
tional Reform bas been passed as a 
Imperial Edict, and the full text, 
may be added, duly appears in this 
week's “Za Tung Pao.” Between 
the making of a new law and 
its being carried into action, es- 
pecially with regard to » practice of 
such long standing as that of girl 
slavery in China, there mast inevitably 
be as considerable lapse of time. But 
when pablic opinion adjaste itself to « 
reform such as this, there are sure to 
be gradual changes for the better.

‘With regard to the recommend 
tions sent up by the Kiangsi Provin- 
cial Assembly, on the avoidance: 
of friction between Mission Churches 
and the general popalace, I, Feng, 
Governor of this province, would 
revise them in accord with the following 
considerations. 

Men of the West have come to 
China propagating a religion whose 
teaching is lovo to others as ourselves, 
and exhortations to virtue in general. 
‘The older form of this religion camo 
early to Obina under the name of the 
“Heaven-Lord Religion " (Catholicism), 
i yus points differing from the 
form known as the “ Jesus 
Religion " (Protestant Christisnity) ; 
and the Churches established hy each 
have been distinct and separate. 

From the time that China's ports 
wore opened to Westera commerce, the 
representatives of these (wo religions 
bave come over in very great numbers ; 
bat this has been an ineviteble fact, in 
accord with mutern world-morements, 
And when upsets bave occurred between 
the populace and Mission Churches i 
has been becsuse the local officials 
adopted misteken measures (or ha 
muddled the case) ; or else becanse the 
higher officials have failed to study 
things ancient in the light of modern 
conditions. Our Imperial Government 
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has adopted policy of 
partiality toward all religions 
regard (o those of the West, it has 
employed certain missionary scholars, 
and adopted certain items of their 
scholarship, for the good of the Empire. 

From the beginning of these Mis- 
sions, the newly arrived Fathers 
‘and pastors have not understood the| 
precise conditions and feelings of 
the people; and even after longer re- 
sidence it been unusaal for 
them t> mix socially with officials 
and gentry, To consequence of this 
aloofness, suspicions have arisen, and 
from those suspicions, frictions 
and upsets, of a sort never con‘emplated 
by the Western missionaries themselves. 
Bat of recent years mutual understand- 
ings have been secared, disturbances 
hhave ceased in consequence, and around 









mingled with missionaries, and co-oper- 
ated with their ,work, in a condition of 
delightful unseverance, 


Farther, I am assured that the’ 
missionaries of the nationalities are able 
to control their converts, and presorvo| 
their own good name, with broadest] 
justice and utmost impartiality, to the 
satisfaction of the popalace, and without 
‘any collision with trea tions, 
them- 
solves to old usages, and the goatry 
imprison their miads ia old notions, 
then trouble arises on all hands; for 
which the (Christian) religion ia in no 
twite to Blame. 

It behoves all officials and others, 
therefore, to consider the case in accord 
mith law and order, #0 at to consammate 
barmonioue relations; and be able to ex. 
hort their countrymen evorywhereto 
the beginnings of jealoury and suspi: 
‘or the adoption of an attitade of dis- 
tance and severance. For Mission work 
ia recognized by statate, and the per- 
sonal freedom of converts is legally 
assured to them, so as to avoid all 
animus and to preserve the peace, And 
this is the moro fitting io view of 
the constitutional movements now in

SLAVERY IN 
CHINA.

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AN IMPERIAL RDICT.

of Constitational Affairs oo Febroary 
1, issued an Edict three wecks Inter 
abolishing slavery and probibiting th 
bayiog and selling of human beings 
China, Tn any other country the 1 
would have been looked apon as one of 
its history : hero it has scarcely raised 
comment either among Chinese or for- 
eigners. ‘The rescript begins by fur- 
bidding slavery in a general sense and 
then it goea ou to say that heacefurth 















no maid servants or concubines shall be 
sold. If a family noeds the services of 
maid servant, the girl mast be hired

one wife, he must do #0 only by 
means of secondary marriage ; and the 
right of panishing secondary wives and 
hired servants is vested in the local 
official. The Goveroment has not over- 
looked the fact that the sale of children 
not infrequently saves « family from star- 
vation, for the rescript next provides that 
children may be leased for any term of 
years up to the age of twenty-five years. 
In the case of maid servants, masters 
are bold responsible to provide husbands 
before the girls pass the marriagoable 
age. A little digression is then made 
in this interesting proclamation to the 
effect that concubiaage has been abo 
ed in Europe and Japan, (hina, the 
reccript adds, cannot yet do likewise, 
bat the practice can only be continued 
in this form of legitimate polyzamy. 
In “such cases mothers must siga th 
wrriago contracts and be accorded the 
liberty of seeing their daughters from 
time to time, Formerly the Chinese 
law did not permit the gentry to marry 

servants: now such mixed 
iages may take place. Finally the 
rescript points out that the sale of 
women for purposes of prostitation has 
always been contrary to Chinese law and 
officials are warned that severe !paoish- 
ment will be meted out to. them if they 
do not prevent sach offences. 

The valae of the Edict is considerably 
lessened by the obvious loopholes that 
exist for evasion of ite application, For 
fnntance the hire of children for long 
peri ay bo sadly abaed and 
the marrying of maid servi will 
provide men with anlimited servante ;

CAR ACCIDENT. 


SERIOUS COLLISION WITH 4 TRAM, 
At aboat five minutes to eight oa 
Satarday evening the ocoopants of » 
tram car proceeding along Babbling

EARTHQUAKE AT 
TATYUENFU. 

Our correspondent at T 
Shansi, writes on March 1 
night of March 12 was gasty and 
ormy. and between twelve and one 
eluck strong wind was blowing. 
Shortly atter 2 a.m. on Sanday morn- 
ing, March 13, there was a loud noise 




















violeat shock, and it was 
earth tremor. “The house 
it had received a violeat blow 
and then it began to rock slightly and 
shook from basement to storey. The 
tremor probably lasted about twenty 
seconds, and was somewhat alarming. 
T looked at my watch and found it war 
exactly 2.10 am. and this time has 
been corroborated by others. Thesc 
earth tremors in Shansi average about 
one in every two and a half years and 
seldom do much damage, The worst 
that took place in my memory occurred 
in September. 1898, when at Taichoa 
several houses fell and some lives were 
lost. According to seismologists the 
areaof earthquake shocks, which spreads 
soross Southern Europe and Central 
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drawing a| Asia reaches as far as this province and 


termicates with the Shansi hills. It 
will be interesting to note whether thie 
tremor is parely local or whether it 
part of a larger shock. With the 
exception of the shock of 1808, thi 
as revere as any shock we bave ba: 
Shansi for the last thirty years.

A TRAMWAY STRIKE. 


















Whatever may be thought of the] 979" 


Shanghai tramway system, there are 
many people who would be seriously 
inconvenienced if the service were sas- 





pended even temporarily. This is 
what almost happened on March 13, 
bat fortunately, prompt measures were 
taken, and outside those immediately 
concerned, very few people kaew 
that a strike among the tram con- 
ductors and drivers had  takeo 
place until it was related at the Mixed 
Court on Wednesday morning. Like 
most strikes all over the world agitators 
were the cause of it. These men, whose 
names were Ssu Woo-foo, Ngaa Zaog- 
kan, San Yong-chuo and Chee Kwe- 
‘tang, described astram conductors, were 
before the Mixed Court on Wedaesday 
morning charged with having intimid- 
‘ated others for the purpose of prevent- 
ing them from following their employ- 
ment as tram conductors on March 13, 
thereby endeavouring to caase a general 
stoppage of work at the Tramway Com- 
pany’s works. 


E. Carroll, of the Shanghai Electric 
Constraction Co., stated that the accused 
bad peranaded a number of other con- 
ductors to go to the Native City instead 
of proceeding to their work. A tele- 
phone message was received from the 
Louga Police Station to the effect tha 
the men were marching towards the 
‘Native City, and native tramway inspec- 

















tor was immediately dispatched to the 
‘Native City, where he found all the 
men congregated in a tea sbop. The 
pector failed to persuade the men to 
retarn to their work. Moreover, the 
men aseanlted the inspector, who at 
once informed the City aath -rities. 
The case of assault was dealt with by 
the City Magistrate, who advised the 
men to retara to their work, seeing 
that thay were all guaranteed by res- 
ponsible persons. Witness pointed out 
that hsd the strike been saccessfal it 
would have meant « serious loss to the 
‘Company—something like $2,000 a 
day—to say nothing of the inconvenience 
to the travelling pablic.

Hampden Da Bose, .n. at Soochow on 
Tuesday morning. The veteran mie- 
siooary, who mas sixty-four years of 

had © serious illness wheo 
staying in Sbaogbai last January, but 
had recovered sufficiently to 
Soochow. On Satarday he ted 
with anotherattack of the former malady, 
Bright's disease, and though able to 
get up yesterday, he became suddeoly 
worse and passed away during the 
moroing. Dr. Da Bose had been in 
Chioa for over thirty years, and his 
enerable Ggure was familiar ia many 
parts of the country. In addition to 
bis ordinary missionary activity he was 
‘s leader in the aoti-opium movement 
‘and went to Peking ia 1906 as repre- 
sentative of the Anti-Opiam League to 
urge the Chinese Goverment to 
action. ‘The faneral service was held at 
Soochaw yesterday and the interment 
took place in Shangbai in Pabsienjao 
Cemetery to-day.

Mr. Ellis said as bis Lordship bad 
quite rightly eaid, there were two points 
that had'to be decided. The first and 
more important one, was the question 
of domicile of the late Captain ‘SMtartin, 
The ‘second point, if the ‘other were 
decided in plaintiff's favour, was as to 
what was the law of Scotland dealing 
with the particalar right which the 
plaintiff claimed, namely, her right to 
her jus relictae, namely, the third part 
of the late David Martin's movable or 
personal estate. As his Lordship had 
stated, on the first point really depend- 
ed the second.

which, counsel thought, would be satie. 
factory for the purposes of determining 
that issue, namely, as to Captain Martin 
heving boon a Scoteman, Tn the couree 
‘of the case, if necessary, be could satiety 
his Lordship, and Mr. Wilkinson, that 
so far as plaintitf was concerned, every 
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effort bad been made to obtain what 
might be called beet evidence, by search- 
ing records and searching registers, not 
only in Shanghai, bat in England 
and Scotland. There had been dif- 
fioalty owing to the fect that in 
Scotland, compuleory registration of 
births did not come into force until 
1854, and in England until 1838. In 
spite of every effort taken and endeavour 
made, they bad not been able to obtain 
‘evidence of the birth from either source. 
‘At the time that he died Captain Mar- 
tin was sixty-nine years old, having 
been born in 1838. The evidence 
about to be called, would, Conpsel 
thought, show bis Lordsbip that all the 
persons were in a position to testif 
far a8 possible, to Captain Martin's 
nationality.

By Mr. Wilkinson— Witness did not 
think that Captain Martin at any time 
mentioned bis birthplace : neither the 
town nor the country. Witness did 
not remember Captain Martin having 
mentioned the names of any of hix 
relatives, nor did Captain Martin ever 
mention to witness bis nationality. 
‘Witness had no recollection of Captain 
‘Martin having mentioned the name of 
aconsin Kate who had known him in 
childhood, Witness was Consul at 
‘Hankow when he made the acquaintance 
of Captain Martin, Witness did not 
remember that Captain Martin bad ever 
asked bis advice regarding is will.

‘the Court might-see fit. 

‘Mr. R. N. Macleod represented the 
plsintif’ and Mr. T. Morgan Phillips 
‘appeared for the defence. 

‘Mr. Macleod called Mr. Vilhelm 
Moyer, who stated in evidence that he 
‘was a merchant and had knowledge of 
‘the matters in dispute in this action. 
He brought Mr. Speelman to Mr, 
Forum in the first place as a lil 
‘party to bay the‘ Woodthorpe Estate.”
